Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sirringhaus et al '617. 

Siringhaus teaches a thin film transistor comprising structurally ordered 
polythiophene polymer. Also, patentability of a product by process claim is determined 
by the final product, regardless of how actually made, In re Hirao 190 USPQ 15 at 17 
(footnote 3). See also In re Brown 173 USPQ 685; In re Luck 177 USPQ 523; In re 
Fessman 180 USPQ 324; In re Avery 186 USPQ 161; In re Wertheim 191 USPQ 90; 
and In re Morosi 218 USPQ 289, all of which make it clear that it is patentability of the 
final product per se which must be determined in a "product by process" claim, and not 
the patentability of the process, and that an old or obvious product produced by a new 
method is not patentable as a product, whether claimed in "product by process" claims 
or not. Note that applicant has the burden of proof in such cases, as the above caselaw 
makes clear. The final product of claims 1-6 does not structurally distinguish over '617 
particularly since Sirringhaus teaches parallel aligned chains of the polymer and mobility 
exceeding 10' 3 cmA/s (page 16).
